WHOM Anti-Jewish 
Programs Censured

WASHINGTON. — The Federal 
Communications Commission has 
taken action against Radio Station 
WHOM in Jersey City, N. J., for 
disseminating pro-Fascist and anti- 
Jewish propaganda in German, 
Italian and Arabic. The FCC is- 
sued a 90-day renewal of the sta- 
tion’s license, instead of the usual 
six-month renewal, and ordered that 
its programs be scrutinized during 
this period to determine what fur- 
ther steps should be taken. 

The FCC’s action was taken on 
the basis of a report by its legal 
staff after complaints from listen- 
ers. The staff’s report called one 
Italian-language weekly program 
“calculated to incite race hatred 
and therefore cannot be regarded 
as in the public interest,” but 
nevertheless recommended full-term 
renewal of the license. The com- 
mission, however, voted unanimous- 
ly for the trial extension.

Jewish Congress 
Re-Elects S. Wise, 
Petitions J. D. C.

NEW YORK. — Dr. Stephen S. 
Wise was re-elected president and 
Louis Lipsky, vice-president at the 
closing session of the annual ses- 
sion of the American Jewish Con- 
gress, attended by 550 delegates at 
the Hotel Biltmore here, 

Jacob Leichtman was named 
treasurer; Judge Nathan D. Perl- 
man, chairman of the executive 
committee, and four delegates to 
the General Council for Jewish 
Rights and an administrative com- 
mittee of 130 were elected. 

A resolution regarding the Joint 
Distribution Committee was_ re- 
ferred to the administrative com- 
mittee. It called for the broaden- 
ing of the base of its representa- 
tion and its integration in “the or- 
ganized life of American Jewry,” 
instructing the congress executive 
to enter into conference with the 
J.D.C. and the General Council for 
Jewish rights “for such action as 
may be required.” An other reso- 
lution asked delegates to seek wel- 
fare fund appropriations for Con- 
gress work, and to launch indepen- 
dent campaigns in communities 
where such appropriations were 
not forthcoming. 





Absorptive Rule 


Return Indicated

NEW YORK.—Great Britain has 
decided to return to the economic 
absorptivity principle in regulating 
Palestine immigration, Frederick T. 
Birchall reported to the New York 
times from London. The change, 
he said, could be directly attributed 
to American public opinion and in- 
tervention by Washington. 

According to Mr. Birchall, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet were engaged 
in determining the economic ca- 
pacity, “with some prospect that 
the final figure may be somewhere 
between the present limit (12,000) 
and 25,000” yearly. This new figure, 
he said, will be only temporary 
until the political status of Pales- 
tine is decided. 

Partition, Mr. Birchall asserted, 
will probably be adandoned and re- 
placed by a scheme of separate 
Jewish and Arab areas, both under 
British rule, with the former per- 
mitted to regulate immigration to 
a certain extent, with the absorp- 
tivity principle in mind.

An incom- 
plete J.T.A. survey indicated about 
100 persons, half of them women 
and children, were living in terri- 
tory that has not yet been assigned 
either to.

Last week the Brno authorities 
consistently raided cafes and 
homes and stopped passersby in a 
search for refugees from the Ger- 
man-occupied area.

The Jewish 
Community is arranging accommo- 
dations for them in abandoned 
bomb-damaged Chinese houses in 

Japanese-controlled Hongkew.

NEW YORK.—For pasting on a 
subway pillar a sticker bearing a 
caricature of the Statue of Liberty 
and urging a boycott of Jews, Jos- 
eph Bono, who said he represent- 
ed the “Christian Front,” was sen- 
tenced to six months in the work- 
house. 


The sticker depicted Liberty as 
having a large nose and ‘holding 
aloft the Communist hammer and 
sickle instead of the torch. In Lib- 
erty’s- left arm nestled a top-hat- 
ted gentleman of the type used by 
cartoonists to represent capitalism. 
Above the caricature- was printed: 
“Wake up America! Do you want 
this?” and below it: “Clean up 
America! Break the Red Plague! 
Boycott the Jew!”

Nazi Consul Here 
Hits Free Press

NEW YORK.—German Consu)- 


General Hans Borchers last week 
defended Germany’s anti-Semitic 
measures and criticized freedom of 
press and worship in America in a 
speech at a meeting at the Turn 
Hall arranged by the consulate and 
attended by about 1,500 persons at 
60 cents each. 

“If we enforce the expulsion of 
Jews from the life of the nation,” 
Dr. Borchers said, “we do so be- 
cause it is essential for us and it 
seems a remarkable coincidence 
that other European nations do 
likewise. It is a grotesque spec- 
tacle to witness that those who 
have kept silent for twenty years 
come now to the fore with their at- 
tacks on totalitarian states. A 
special group among them are Jew- 
ish intellectuals whose activities 
National Sosialism has sufficiently 
denounced.” 

The Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi 
League telegraphed Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull demanding Dr. 
Borchers’ recall. The League urged 
the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica and the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference to join in the de- 
mand because of the. consul’s criti- 
cism of free press and liberty of

In Hand Of Jews 
Hadassah Hears

ST. LOUIS.— Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, Jewish Agency’s Geneva 
Representative told the 1,200 
delegates to Haddasah’s 24th 
annual convention in a Balfour Day 
address that Jews were “already 
the masters of our fate” in Pales- 
tine and proclaimed “the triumph 
of Zionism already achieved in its 
foundations.” 

“We will have to fight for the 
national home with the force of a 
desperate people, and therefore we 
will finally be strong, despite the 
forces working against us,” Dy, 
Goldman said, adding that “no fin- 
al decision can be reached with 
which we are not in agreement.” 

All officers were reelected. 

The convention accepted a budg- 
et of $244,500 for the Hadassah 
Medical Organization in Palestine 
next year, including maintenance 
of the Jerusalem medical center, 
and an additional $51,000 for child 
welfare. 

Hadassah sent $1,250,000 to Pal- 
estine last year, it was announced 
by Mrs. Alexander Lamport, treas- 
urer, including $340,000 for Youth 
Aliyah, $105,000 for the Jewish 
National Fund and $424,000 for the 
Jerusalem medical center. 

A message from President 
Roosevelt congratulated the Ha- 
dassah for its quarter century of 
“ministration on behalf of those 
who are sick,” and then added his 
best wishes for “a convention that 
will inspire all who participate to 
work with unremitting zeal for the 
relief of human suffering, wherever 
it is found.” 

It was unanimously decided to 
send an open letter to the Presi- 
dent thanking him for his cham- 
pionship of democracy and high 
morality among nations.

he wise traveler knows that 
Or. most he can get for his 
money is a good night's rest in @ 
friendly, pleasant atmosphere.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

It may be that they deserve a 
special niche in heaven and that 
their work puts them on a high 
plane where they can criticize and 
find fault, but are never liable to 
criticism themselves, but I prefer 
to class them with Jews who would 


buy Nazi products. I refer to that 
privileged class in American Jewry 
known to the trade as press agents. 

When their long-winded articles 
which deserve space not in any 
newspaper, but in a _ good-sized 
waste basket, are cut down by 
even so much as a word, or the 
product of their whirlwind brain 
is relegated to page two instead 
of page one, column one, they hol- 
ler louder than a beaten Italian 
soldier in Spain. 

Not that they have any right to 
holler, because their output is 
strictly on a basis of use if you 
think it’s news or throw away, if 
you think otherwise. But for some 
reason, in the Anglo-Jewish field, 
this bunch of news traducers have 

_ seized for themselves the special 
prerogative of calling names and 
ordering this and that and even tell- 
ing editors how to run their news- 
papers. 

If they weren’t paid to hide the 
news, and if once in a great while 
they would hand out an honest-to- 
goodness news story, and if they 
didn’t run to the daily papers 
whenever a decent story fell into 
their lap, anglo-Jewish editors 
might be constrained to show them 
some respect. But in every casé 
they send in articles which invaria- 
bly go. The High And Mighty Na- 
tional Organization, of which so 
and so is president and so and so 
vice-president and so and so trea- 
surer, announced today that the 
High and Mighty National Organ- 
ization was in receipt of a letter 
from its representative for foreign 
relief for children of stricken par- 
ents in stricken lands, etc., etc. 

Such is the tenor of their stories 
when they have no news to purvey 
but must get out a release so their 
bosses won’t feel they are laying 
down on the job. But when some- 
thing does happen in their baili- 
wick, what do they do? They reel

=~ Did anyone hear of any press 

~<agent arranging for his organiza-

rendered? Did anyone ever hear 
of a press agent arranging for his 
organization to urge their mem- 
bers to subscribe to any anglo-Jew- 
ish newspapers. Not these myopic 
agents. They wouldn’t stir them- 
selves if to press a button meant 
the end of the Nazi regime. 
This tirade may be a bit on the 
spleen side, but then any other 
outlook would be gilding the anglo- 
Jewish press agent with a coat of 
paint they would disgrace. Recog- 
nized press agent for non-Jewish 
*organizations and firms, obey a cer- 
tain set of rules beyond which they 
dare not go. But not his anglo- 

Jewish prototype. They are far 

superior to lowly editors, far super- 


tions they represent and far su- 
perior to any dictates of decency, 
reciprocation, or consideration. 
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A Kentucky State Association Of B’nai B’rith 


Tv HE absence of any Louisville delegation at the 
annual Indiana-Kentucky State B’nai B’rith 
Association in Marion, Ind., Sunday gives added 
weight to the suggestion that Kentucky should 
organize its own State association. 

In Muncie last year the Louisville delegation 
was composed of Tony Levitan, Max Waldman, 
Irvin Levitan, Dave Cohen and Harry Resnick 
as compared to the more than seventy-five dele- 
gates from Indianapolis, a lodge approximately 
the same size as the Louisville lodge. This year, 
although the friendship ties between many mem- 
bers of the Louisville lodge and the men of lodg- 
es scattered throughout Indiana are very strong, 
no one from Louisville was able to make the 400- 
mile one-day journey. And next year’s meeting, 
which will be held in Fort Wayne, Ind., will be 
at an even longer distance from Louisville. 

The Louisville lodge today ranks as the sec- 
ond largest in the Indiana-Kentucky Association, 
slightly smaller than the Indianapolis lodge and 
more than twice as large as any other in the 
association. Yet no Louisville or Kentucky man 
is or has been an officer of the association for 
many years, and only one Louisville man, Dave 
Cohen, is on the board of directors. 

The annual meeting serves a far More com- 
prehensive purpose than the actual mechanical 
work performed. Friendships are renewed. Del- 
egates and their wives eat and dance together. 
And above all, the meeting sets the tone and the 


spirit of co-operation and encouragement so 
necessary for the proper attitude toward the 
difficult work of the ensuing twelve months. 

All this the Louisville dodge, for years one of 


the outstanding in the nation and now gradually 
reasserting its former importance, loses. 

A very active lodge could be organized in Hen- 
derson and Owensboro. Paducah has a lodge. 
Another serviceable lodge could be formed with 
Hopkinsville as headquarters and with Jewish 
men of surrounding towns as additional nucleus. 
The same is true of Middlesboro, Pineville and 
Barbourville. The Lexington lodge and perhaps 
the lodge at Ashland would complete the picture, 
one so very different from the displeasing B’nai 
B’rith outlook in Kentucky today everywhere 
outside of Louisville. 

Activity begets activity. Indiana is remarkable 
for its strong lodges in small communities. With 
the renewed activity of the Louisville lodge and 
the impetus of a State organization, Kentucky 
can duplicate the splendid work of Indiana. As 
it is now much of the leadership in the Louisville 
lodge is being wasted. With this leadership 


Kentucky lodges could easily be organized into 


an Association, B’nai B’rith work in the state 
could be raised to the same high level as at pres- 
ent in the Louisville lodge, and the annual meet- 
ings would engender the same spirit of co-opera- 
tion and achievement as at present in Indiana. 


U. S. Italians Have Learned Democracy’s Lesson 


T has been an axiom of immigration precepts 

in the immigration policy of the United States 
government that immigrants from Northern and 
Western European countries were more desirable 
as future Americans than those from Eastern 
and Southern Europe. 

Yet if the numerous bund organizations on 
the one hand, and the disavowal by Italians of 
Mussolini’s anti-Jewish acts on the other hand 
are any indication, then it would seem that thie 
above maxim could do with a little revision. 

Italian Americans, as was natural, were the 
first to applaud Mussolini’s renascense of Italy, 
although even in the first days of fascism many 
Italians decried the muzzling of freedom in their 
homeland. But when that rebirth took an aspect 
which the situation indicated was something 
less than essential and certainly brutal, Italians 
here added the important weight of their disap- 
proval to the general condemnation. If fascism 
made a healthy meal for the debilitated Italian 
state, then Italians looked upon the change with

Orleans. Whenever or wherever Christianity 
fails, it is the failure of Christians. There was 
a time when the pagans marveled: “Behold how 
the Christians love one another.” Behold TO- 
DAY the pagan jeers of this day echoing over 
land and sea: 

“Kill the Jew!” “Burn the Bishops!” “Starve 
them!” “Pillage!” “Whip!” “Despoil them!” 
“Disgrace them!” And I thought of the words 
from His Sermon on the Mount: “Blessed are 
the peacemakers: for they shall be called the 
children of God. Blessed are they which are per- 
secuted for righteousness’ sake, for theirs is the 
kingdom of heaven.” And again the words from 
Matthew: “But I say unto you, that whosoever 
is angry with his brother without cause shall be 
in danger of the judgment.” 

And I thought of Jesus, when asked by one of 
the Scribes, which is the first commandment of 
all, He answered, “The first of all command- 
ments is, “Hear, O Israel; The Lord our God is 
one Lord; and thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy heart, and with all thy strength. 
This is the first commandment. And the second 
is like, namely this, Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself. There is none other commandment 
greater than these.” And the scribe said unto 


the same tolerant view as did too many Jews. 
But now from the lowest Italian laborer to the 
most influential leaders, has arisen growing dis- 
satisfaction with Il Duce’s unnecessary anti-Jew- 
ish campaign. 

Doesn't this mean that most U. S. Italians have 
placed their adopted country first in their alleg- 
iance, and their native land second? And does 
this mean that too many German Americans have 
never submerged their fealty to the fatherland? 
Whatever the situation, the U. S. Italians seemed 
to have learned the lesson of democracy well 
enough to criticize those policies in their home- 
land which are antagonistic to the accepted prin- 
ciples of decency and civilization. ; 

That German Americans have rarely taken the 
same stand against Hitler’s persecution of the 
Jews and Catholics may mean that Hitler’s threat 
of retaliation against relatives living in the Third 
Reich was too often carried out, but in any event 
it stands as a matter of record that Italians did 
protest and that Germans did not.

Him, “Well, Master, Thou hast said the truth; 
for there is one God; and there is none other 
but He; And to love Him with all thy heart, and 
with all the understanding, and with all the soul, 
and with all the strength, and to love his neigh- 
bor as himself, is more than all whole burnt 
offerings and sacrifices.”

Always this should be borne in mind by all 
Catholic journalists who must look with horror 
upon the cancer of race hatred and religious 
persecution that has fixed itself upon the body 
of Europe, and threatens to infect the Western 
areas of the world. The cries of fleeing Jewish 
children nineteen hundred years after the time 
of Herod must, in the name of Christ, be an- 
swered NOW by Catholic press and Catholic 
Action and Catholic force and power of every 
kind.

from Central Europe.” 3 

The information was released 
Hadassah as the sole agency fq 
the Youth Aliyah movement in th 
United States, Mrs. David § 
Greenberg of New Rochelle, N, y 
national Youth Aliyah chairma 
stated. Children wishing to trans 
fer to Palestine received special 
treatment in a previous schedule, 
which closed September 30, and 
which permitted 903 students from § 
Germany, Austria and Poland . 
enter the Holy Land with the prmo-# 
vision that places would be ready 
for them in accredited schools run 
by co-operative settlements and 
trade centers. 

More than 1,400 children have al 
ready been graduated from schools 
in 35 agricultural co-operatives and 
3 trade centers; and of these 75% 
have chosen to remain on the soil 
as farmers, it was stated.
